1 . This action is responsive to communications: application filed on 01/10/02. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Meffert, 
US# 5,884,321. 

As per claims 1-2 and 7, Meffert teaches "a means for specifying whether 
functions in a query are executed in external databases" (see col. 4, lines 2-35) "a 
means for determining whether data referred to in a query is confined to one external 
database" (see col. 5, lines 1-30) "when a user's query is confined to said one external 
database . . . said query is processed in said external database" (see col. 6, lines 5-33). 

As per claims 3 and 8, Meffert teaches "if a query is confined to said one 
database and the user specifies that all functions in said query are processed in said 
one external database, creating an access procedure for processing said query in said 
one external database" (see col. 7, lines 15-28 and lines 55-67) "if said query the user 
specifies that functions in said query are not executed in said external database . . 
.accessing external databases" (see col. 3, lines 10-45). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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As per claims 4-5, Meffert teaches "wherein the user defines whether functions in 
said query are executed in external database" (see col. 3, lines 26-56). 

As per claim 6, Meffert teaches "defining whether functions in a query can be 
executed ... for each of types and versions of database management ..." (see col. 3, 
lines 1 1-25 and col. 7, lines 9-25).
